Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance for the reasons of record in view of the non-entry of the 
after final amendment. In the response of December 20, 2006, Applicants state that the claims have been amended to recite 
simultaneously genotyping at least 5000 SNPs using a whole genome sampling assaying and that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 
have been obviated by this amendment. However, since this amendment has not been entered, Applicants are arguing limitations that are 
not recited in the claims. Accordingly, the rejections are maintained for the reasons of record. 
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
